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request the Examiner to withdraw the rejections of claims 55-60 under 35 U.S.C. § 103. 
However, in addition to these reasons, the Examiner's suggested combination fails to 
include all of the claimed elements as discussed below. 

3. The References Fail to Teach "Data Indicative of a Location of the Mobile 
Client." 

Moreover, the references, alone or in combination, still fail to disclose the element 
of "data indicative of a location of the mobile client." In the rejection, the Examiner 
admitted that the physically mobile client was not disclosed in the Wong et al. reference. 
Furthermore, the Examiner is merely using the Microsoft Computer Dictionary to 
disclose the definitions of DNS and a DNS server. Thus, to overcome the admitted 
missing element, the Examiner asserted that the Evans reference discloses a physically 
mobile client. However, as discussed above, the Evans reference fails to disclose or teach 
"data indicative of a location of the mobile client," as recited in the claims. In fact, the 
computer laptop 41 8 is merely disclosed as a device that may attach to the LAN 400. Thus, 
the Evans reference, the Wong et al. reference, and the Microsoft Computer Dictionary do 
not disclose or teach "data indicative of a location of the mobile client." 



Accordingly, the Examiner's has failed to include the all of the elements of the 
claimed subject matter. Thus, claim 55 and the respective dependent claims 56-60 are 
believed to be patentable over the proposed combination of the Wong et al. reference in 
view of the Microsoft Computer Dictionary reference and the Evans reference. For these 
reasons, the Applicants respectfully request the Examiner to withdraw the rejections of 
claims 55-60 under 35 U.S.C. § 103. 



Conclusion 

In view of the remarks and amendments set forth above, Applicants 
respectfully request allowance of the pending claims. If the Examiner believes that a
